Rice and paddy and their products excluding rice bran and husk.

1. This Order may be called the West Bengal Husking Machines (Control of 
Operation) Amendment Order, 1068. 

2. In the West Bengal Husking Machines (Control of Operation) Order, 1006, 
In clause 3, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to the milling of rice in 
a husking machine at any place within a distance of three kilometres 
along the border of any district in the State out of paddy grown oh 
any land within such distance under and in accordance with a written 
authority granted by the District Magistrate or the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of the district or an officer authorised by him.”.
